Politics Summarized

The Grand Duke Nicholas has been removed from his command 
and the Russian armies will be directed he re after by a hoard of 
control, presided over bv th e czar. 
This is th e mo«t probable in ­ 
fer* nee that can be d raw n from t h e czar's telegram to President 
Poincare of France, a n n o u n c in g h e himself has resumed command 
of the Russian army. 
The Russian grand duke cannot ive publicly dis; ra n d after he 
has had supreme command of the Slav forces for m on than a year 
But he cat! be privately reduced in rank by just such action as the 
czar has taken. 
At the beginning of the war. Grand Duke Nicholas was made 
commander-lo-chlef of the R ussian armies. 
IL 
superseded the 
czar himself, who*' own title Is more simply “ chief of the army." 
The czar stepped Into the b a c k g ro u n d and. during th*' last year 
stories have been told of the rat lu r curt treatm ent shown to the 
czar by the grand duke on th e f o r m e r ’s visits to the front. 
Nicholas is a man of stern cha rac ter, a strict dis- ipllnarlan. and 
Is unaccustomed to intim ate friendship s. 
Tills max he th.' type 
th a t meets with popular approval when victor!*** ar. being won; 
but when defeat begins nil*! disa ste r follows disaster the friend 
I ess man, even though he lie a g ra n d duke, has little chance of con­ 
tinuing to hold his command. 
Until lately, the grand duke succeeded in evading responsibility 
by a t t r ib u tin g his reverse* to tho inability of th* war Ollie*' in Pet 
rograd to supply him with a m m u n i t i o n . 
But it Is certain critl 
clam was directed against him fro m high quarters. 
Reports have 
recently been in circulation that be wa* very ill ami needed a r*.st. 
Probably these rumors were p a r t of a plot to for** 
the grand 
duke to retire and prepare a way for his disappearance. 
The c z a r s public a n n o u n c e m e n t that th*; command of the army 
has been returned by himself is doubtless 
th e 
culmination of a 
long intrigue against the grnnd duke. 
Hut th e czar has no spec­ 
ial military ability, 
lf left to himself, he would bring worst* dis 
asters on Russia than the grand d u k e has don**. 
The czar, In fact 
cannot command in the sens** t h a t 
tho g ran d (ink* 
commanded 
His m ajesty unquestionably will su rround himself with a hoard 
of strategy, and It will be this b o a r d which will hereafter control 
the m ilitary operations of Russtn.

Cantilever springs give easy riding 
owing to their ability to cheek tin* re 
bound. 
Tin* elliptic spring as used on 
many cars gives very easy tiding, and 
it cannot lie stated that the cantilever 
is better than til is*. 
Much depends 
upon the load carried and upon the de­ 
sign of the springs used. 
The relation 
between sprung aud unsprung weight 
is a factor for consideration. 


What are the relative advantages and 
disadvantages of a fixed spark as com­ 
pared with a variable spark?

'ria* carrying capacity of the average 
four Inch lire is about 750 pounds 
when the tiles are pumped to eighty 
pounds pressure and Hint of the three 
inch tire I'd pounds when the tire I* 
pumped to sixty pounds pressure

four Inch tire is designed to carry not 
quite twice the load of Hie three Inch 
casing, but a reduction in pressure will 
reduce its currying capacity.
